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Conurrey's Inte. that even Strangers and Faee - 
mies ſtand agaſt, and bluſh at their ſhameleſs 
Baſenefſ- ; of Fng!iſh Repreſent ati ves they are be. 
come Dutch Penſioners, and have given more 
Money to a P. of O. in five Yea'slaſt paſt, thay 
has beep given to all our Lawſul Natural Kings 
for above five hundred Years before 3 and that 
Money is con inually ſent away in vaſt Sums, be- 
yond the Seas, never to return, ſo that there 
is a ſcatei:y of Coin already (little being leſt 
but clipp'd and waſh'd Money) and if it ſhould 
hold two Years longer 8 Man may then bleſs 
himſelf ar the fight of a Silver Six tue t.

troughly Dyutchyfid he employs as his Drudges;z 
but when be has made bis Ends of them, or 
they 1a the leaſt diſpleaſed, they are tutn'd off 
with diſgrace, as for the reſt they arc trea'ed 
with Scan ard Contempt ; Aud either one of the 
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Lords States 2 Chirſmonge, of u Bizting who 
eame with his Pack ar his Back ro beg a S-rvice 
at the Zee, are higher in his Eſtimation chan all 
the EngliÞ Nebles who attend his Mottly Dutch- 
EngliÞ-Cont ;, and if they look not well about 
them in time, they may ſive to ſee their Titlis 
and Eſtates given asa Reward to Foreign Come 
manders; and yet theſe are his Humble Servants, 
and tamely yield to the moſt dirty things that 
their Little King, or the Commons, can imroſe 
gpon them. Bur why many of our Nobili 
ſhould be rainted with, and hotly purſue Demo» 
ric, Prisciples, 1 ara able to give no account, 
unleſs it be that they have a mind to be voted 
uſcleft's ard indeed they are little ſer by alrea- 
dy, being impriſoned at pl-aſure, ard detained 
there contraty te Law, ard the Rod conftantly 
kept over them to keep them in awe. 

If in the next place we make a Viſit to the 
Gentry yg they are indeed very conſiderable for 
Eſtates, Intereſt and Courage; dut then they 
are ſo wofulty divided, ſo full of Animoſities 
amongſt the mſelves, and ſo leavened wich va 
riety of incopſiſtent Principles, that they are 
Errer to run the Nation into Confuſion, than to 
Fer ir on any firm Bottom: Bur Taft their Come 
mon Intereft ſhould in time open thelr Eyes, and 
reach them to unite for their Common Right and 
their Countrey's Good, c ſſectual Courſes have 
deen taken to break their Power and Strenge. 
at fiift thoſe who were not Abettors of the 
Mu, were either aGtually haraſſed or continu- 
ally awed and threatned by them; and it ts a 
burning Shame to mention what Spoil they 
made in guiting Hen Gentlemen's Houſes, dri- 
ving their Grounds, and impti oning and adu- 
fing their Perſons, fo that many bolt their Lives 
ag well as rheir Eftarcs ; and all this Barbariry 
and Injuſtice ſo far fro.n being puniſhed, that 
it was lvghly encouragedy and to crown the 
Fact our Godly Parliament efabliſherh Wickrax(s 
by a Lw. and make AH aficr Ad to (ave them 
indemmniſied for H this H But now the 
M1) goes a beggirg, and the Patch God, whom 
they worfhipp«d, ſends away the Bread they 
ſhowlt eat ; add ever It any Engli mis ex- 
pect better Reward he ſerves a Dutch Iutereff 
againſt his ewe: And doub:i'ris t nas tefc- 


ſeen and ſutended, sud therefore other ways 
were taken to ſuppteſs the Gentry, And one 
effettual means to thb end, was by malkicg 
Lands bear in a manner the whol- Charge of 
the War, and a'l the Little: Gentlemen's EN cava. 
gancie*, and that by Taxes id a very high 2d 
unequzl meafure ; For thoſe who „Oo voc 
damn their Souls ro ſve their Eftates, by takt g 
an unlawful Oath conrary to à former lav 
Ozth, were doubly raxed 3 and many of their 
Edates were ſo over-valued, that they vere nat 
leſs than treb e taxed. Some G.nriemen for 2 
while pleaſed themſelves by th s innig over 
their Neighbours; bur now thoſe who hve 
paid leaft, find they have go coule to laugh ar 
their Patt; for the Taxes have lain io heavy an 
ſo long on all, that many are (carce ale tu keep 
open Doorss and if the Taxes contiauc a tow 
Years Hager, thoſe who were ſo t aſty to unoe 
othert may ſhut up S'op them'clves, and 0 
Swett PVilliam mates boch thoſe that were for 
him, and thoſe that were 2gainſt him, at laſt 20 
meet at Begg ars- Buſh. Bur [ wonder what ſhould 
bewirch our Gentle med, to think that he wha 
was bred among Boers, and has not ore Gentile 
va'ky, (ho uld have any teſpect for Gentry :

And in his Hands I leave dum pretty well 
weakened already, and c're long to de utteriy 
widone, if they take uo betet care Of theme 
ſees and their Countrey in time.
